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An Excellent Record 


Figures issued by the Kdmonton postal 
district reveal something of the magnitude 
and efficiency of the organization set up to 
carry parcels overseas during the war 
period. 

During 1945 alone, more than 56,000 par- 
cels were posted in Edmonton for delivery 
at oversea destinations. Only ten enquiries 
were made during that year about the arrival 
of these parcels, Eight out of these ten were 
ascertained to have been received in good 
condition. Only two parcels out of 56,000 
could not be located. 

In 1945, certain Edmonton firms mailed 
16,000 parcels under private insurance to 
oversea addresses. Claims were made for the 
loss of 62 of these parcels. Most of these 62 
parcels were lost when fire occurred aboard 
a mail ship and when another ship was sunk 
through enemy action. 

Judged by any standards, this is an ex- 
cellent record and reflects credit, not only 
on the Edmonton staff, but on the entire 
Canadian postal organization. 


The Lumber Outlook 


Good news comes from Mr. W. J. LeClair, 
general manager of the Canadian Lumber- 
men’s Association. He says log-cutting has 
reached an all-time high figure this winter, 
and that from now on new lumber will be 
coming on the market in fast increasing 
supplies. 

This will be welcome information to 
thousands of people in every large centre 
in Canada, nowhere more welcome than in 
Edmonton, Lumber isn’t the only building 
requirement that has been scarce, but it is 
one material without which no kind of con- 
struction can be carried on in any extensive 
way. With a plentiful supply of lumber, a 
vast amount of building can be done even if 
some other materials are scarce. 

Mr. LeClair went on to say that produc- 
ers lose money on lumber they Sell in Canada 
at present production-costs and prices, and 
have to make up their losses by exporting at 
higher prices to the United States. 

Prices are now so high that they are bar- 
riers in the way of building houses for pur- 
chase or rent by people of low incomes. 
These can only be provided, at present build- 
ing-costs, in the numbers which are desper- 
ately needed, under a_ subsidized housing 
policy. If lumber prices shot up to still 
higher levels houses would be still farther 
out of reach of four out of five families in 
Canada. 


Actions Are What Count 


While Premier Stalin called Winston 
Churchill a liar and politely-worded notes of 
inquiry from Mr, Byrnes and Mr. Bevin lay 
unanswered on Mr. Molotov’s desk, heavily- 
armed Russian troops were reported within 
twenty miles of the Persian capital and fan- 
ning out toward the Turkish border. 

Subject to confirmation or refutation by 
future Red Army operations, the position 
presented is that the occupation of Iran is 
under way, and Turkey is indicated as being 
next in line for invasion, 

Russia, like every other country, must 
be judged by what is done in its name by its 
duly accredited authority, not by what its 
political leaders say it has not done, is not 
doing, or will not do. It may be that Russian 
forces are in Iran and fronting Turkey only 
to secure what may be legitimately demand- 
ed from these countries. Or it may be that 
they are there for purposes of conquest, No- 
body outside the Kremlin knows which. 

And the men in the Kremlin are not say- 
ing. Mr. Stalin did not say. Mr. Molotov has 
not said. The rigidly-controlled official press 
has not said; other than the meaningless as- 
sertion that Russia’s borders must be 
secured, and the silly alibi that Iran has 
“plunderous” designs on Russian territory! 

Neither the shouting of Premier Stalin 
nor the twaddle of Izvestia was called for. 
Neither is in alignment with known facts 
and obvious implications. Neither ‘s calculat- 
ed to restore Russia to world confidence, or 
to stabilize the United Nations Organization. 
And unfortunately neither suggest that Pre- 
mier Stalin would be agreeable to a meeting 
with President Truman and Prime Minister 
Attlee in an attempt to close the breach, 

Inferences as to what all this signifies 
must be “out” for the time. Only the known 
facts can be considered in a situation so 
explosive, but these cannot be ignored, They 
are anything but reassuring to a world that 
has relied upon the Big Three to stand to- 
gether and save humanity from another 
deluge. Perhaps the outlook will brighten 
when the Security Council meets, a week 
from next Monday? 


The Essential Requirement

This Isn’t “Democracy” 


The Western Democracies should give 
thanks that they are not responsible for all 
that goes on everywhere in this world under 
the name of democracy, This despatch from 
Budapest is a case in point: 

“BUDAPEST, March 12—Ferenc Szalasi, 
prime minister during the Nazi occupation, 
and three other Hungarian Nazi leaders 
were executed today by strangulation, Hun- 
garian form of hanging, as a hysterical 
crowd shouted for an even slower death. 
Approximately 3,000 persons watched the 
strangulations—in which the face is left 
bare and the contortions of death can be 
witnessed,” 

Hungary has been rid of its Nazi dic- 
tatorship and equipped with what purports 
to be popular government, but not under 
direction of the great democratic powers. 
For what happens there neither the United 
States nor Britain is accountable. 

No doubt the Nazi bosses who tyrannized 
over the country deserved death for their 
crimes, But torture is torture, whoever per- 
petrates it. The western powers should thank 
God they bear no share of blame for the 
manner in which these executions were 
carried out.

any discussion of this problem. 

1, Canada, South Africa, Australia 
and New Zealand, like the first 
thirteen States of the American 
Union, all started as British crown 
colonies. Today, though they are 
still part of the British Empire, 
they are as free, sovereign and in- 
dependent as the United States. 
There is no truth in the myth, which 


is still widely believed in the United 
| States, that Great Britain can levy| 


taxes in the British Dominions. 
2. Britain has sedulously fostered 


colonies are still far too backward 


ing or defending themselves. The 
British administration levies taxes 
ir the colonial empire, but these 
are all spent inside the colonies 
themselves. So far from Britain 
mulcting the revenues of her colo- 
nies, many millions of pounds have 
been voted by the British Parlia- 
ment as “grants in aid” to assist 
colonial development. 

3. American criticism of colonial 
exploitation is always directed 
against Britain. Why is there never 
any complaint against the adminis- 
tration of the colonial empires of 
France, Belgium, Holland and 
Portugal, which together are larger 
than the British colonial empire? 

4. If the British move out, some- 
one else will move in.- In many 
cases, it would be Soviet Russia.

5. If the United States is genu- 
inely anxious for the British col- 
onies to achieve self-government, 
why don't they come and help us 
in our task? That would be more 
useful than the trumpeting of high- 
sounding principles and much more 
useful than sitting back and jeer- 
ing.

William Kapell, New York planist, is a celebrated con- 
cert artist at 23, but it is 18 years since he first ran his 
talented fingers over the ivory keys. 


GUT DESPITE HIS hundreds 
of recitals before the most dis- 


cerning audiences he candidly 
admits that: 

“T always get nervous before a 
performance.” 


Kapell {s in Edmonton for a 
recital Friday night in the Em- 
pire theatre under the auspices 
of the Women’s Musical Club of 
Edmonton. 

INTERVIEWED AT THE Mac- 
donald hotel, the famed artist 
told reporters he is the only 
musician in the Kapell family. 
His father operates a bookstore 
in New York City and a younger 
brother of 19 is with the United 
States Navy in Tokyo waters. 

From the first time he sat 
down to a piano as a youngster 
of 10, he became “violently af- 
flicted with a love for the instru- 
ment,” he declared. 

His preference is for the ro- 
mantics over modern music, but 
this is more or less a recent con- 
version, he admits. 

THE YOUNG ARTIST seemed 
anxious to dispel popular fancy 
that he is fond of boogie-woogie 
and jive. 

“I like playing boogie-woogie 
once in a while but from what 
some people say you would think 
I spent most of my time going 
from one theatre to another play- 
ing this kind of music,” he said. 

Chopin and Liszt are his fav- 
orite composers and his Edmon- 
ton performance tonight here will 
feature Chopin compositions.
